b. ) On lines 16 and 18, replacing "(kbp/sec.)" with -(kbps)- or -(kb/sec.)- is 
suggested.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. A person skilled in the art 
would require undue experimentation to "comput[e] a reproduction time based on said plurality 
of parameters" which "inelud[e] the bit-rate and a number of addresses" as claimed in claim 1 . 
Page 8 of the specification, as amended by the April 5, 2007 amendment and supported by the 
verified translation of JP 2002-362533, describes computing a reproduction time according to 
one of the following formulae: 

Monaural Sound: 

Reproduction Time (sec.)={the number of Addresses/Bit Rate (kbp/sec.)}/l 
Stereo Sound: . 

Reproduction Time (sec.)={the number of Addresses/Bit Rate (kbp/sec.)}/2 
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One skilled in the art would not require undue experimentation to compute a reproduction 
time based on a number of bits and a bit-rate (see Col 3, lines 46-51 of Millikan et al (US 
6,928,039) and Paragraph 0004 of the machine translation of JP 2002-074920 provided by the 
Japanese Patent Office) because a number of bits divided by a bit rate results in a unit of time 
(bit units cancel out). Unlike a number of bits divided by a bit rate, a number of addresses 
divided by a bit according to Applicant's formulae result in units of {number of Addresses x 
(sec./kb)} and not in units of time. In addition, how the number of addresses is determined is not 
explained. Therefore, one skilled in the art is not enabled to make and use Applicant's optical 
disc apparatus invention, and claims 1-4 fail the enablement requirement.

3. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
